T is written in the firſt Chapter 
of the firſt Boke of Molcs, cal- 
led Genefis: that God gaue vns 
to man, Soueraigntie, Rule,# 
Domini oner the fiſhes in the 
ſea; ouer the fowles of the aire; 
and ouer euerp lining thing 
that he had made: and behold, 
it was crceeding god, and 
was appointed vnto man fo2 
to doe him homage,and to ſerue him in all places, and 
times, in his ſcuerall and neceſſary vſes and not one⸗ 
iy fo2 clothing and ſuſtenance foz his bodie ; but alſo 
to2 recreation and paſtime , to delight his minde: as 
with Cocke fighting, Vawking , Vunting, and ſuch 
like. Foz honeſt recreation is not p2ohibrted by the 
wo2d of God but rather tollerated and allowed. 
Zhekingly Prophet Dauid, rehearſing the miracu⸗ 
lous wozkes of the Almiahty,in the 104 Þ!ilme,ſaith, 
ſpeaking of the ſea; there goe the ſhips , and there is 
that Leuiathan , whom thou haſt made to take his pa⸗ 


paſtime 
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ſtime therein. Now if the fiſh be admitted to take their 
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paſtime in the ſea , and the foules to ſpozt them in the 
aire? Yow much moze may man (which is the king of 
Creatures) take his pleaſure vpon the earth? foz our 
Danour Chziſt ſaith,you are of moze woꝛth, then ma⸗ 
ny Sparrowes. And the wiſe Salomon verifieth, that 
this is the poztion of a man vnder the ſunne, to eate, 
and to dꝛinke, and to make his heart merrie with the 
moderate vſe of the god creatures of God. 

Diuers other places in the Yolp Scriptures, ending 
to this effect, might be alleaged, to pꝛoue and main⸗ 
taine the lawſulnelle of mirth and modeſt pallime: 
which in all ages, and in allplaces whatſoeuer,hath al⸗ 
waics bene both tollerated, and commended: but J 
will omit the recitall of them, and pꝛoceæde in my pꝛe⸗ 
tended deſcription ok Cockes, and Cocke-füghting: 
which pleaſant, and delightfull ſpozt, is ſo excellent of 
it lelfe, that it meriteth much p2aiſe ; and ſo auncient, 
that it may eaſily be pzovued: it was vſed long time be⸗ 
foze our Sauiour Chziſts peregiination: foz doe but 
loke into Plutarchs Bokes, called the lines of the Roo! 
manes, and pou ſhall find in the ſtozy of M. Antonius, 
that the @othſayers counſelled him to beware &# take 
heede of Cæſar, becanſe his Cockes did alwapes loſe 
the dap, when thep fought with Cæſars. And Jalſo 
reade, that ! nemittocles, that wozthy . valiant and 
time-eternized Tonquero2 , when he beſieged the fa- 
mous and great Tountrep Dalmatia, did vſe Cocke- 
fighting: foz at his beginning, and firſt entrance into 
that enterp2tze,befoze he gane any allault, oꝛ made any 
offer of batterie againſt the conntrep : he commanded 
that two Cockes of the kind, ſyould bee b2onght vnto 
him, and be ſet downe to fight befoze him, in the open 
view of all his valiant ſouldters, whom he earneſtly re- 
queſted moſt ſeriouſly fo behold andmarke the battell, 
which was perfozmed on both parts, with ſach ſtout 

courage,

courage, and magnanimitie, that all the ſpectatezs did 
admite, and wonder to behold the dzeadfulncCe of their 
fight, the depe indented woundes that each of them 
had, and in the end with what crcxding great reſolu⸗ 
tion, both of the died: which biodyp battell was no ſ@- 
ner ended, but 1hcmiltocles commanding (lente, be- 
gan this Ozation. 


Ight wozthy Gentlemen, couragious Compani⸗ 

ons, and my moſt valiant and louing Souldiers, 
it is oftentimes ſane, that he which is leaſt able to 
beare, ſhall haue the greateſt burthen lapd vpon his 
backe, as appeareth moſt apparantly by me at this in- 
ſtant, who being ozdained 4 appointed to be pour Go⸗ 
uernoz, and the chiefe Generall of the field ; whereas 
many of pou are moze woꝛthie, and better able to haue 
ſupplyed my place, and diſcharged my office, than my 
ſelfe am- But ſince it is my Pꝛinces pleaſure, to pꝛe⸗ 
ferrenie to this high pꝛeheminence and great dignity, 
although J cannot perfozme all that is requiſite to be 
done, by a man of ſo great a commaund, in ſuch abſo- 
lute manner as J gladly would: pet will J not faile to 
ſhew my vttermoſt endeauoz to accomplith, and at⸗ 
chieue whatſoener Jcan. Now the occaſion ok this 
our pꝛeſent warlike preparation, is not vuknowne to 
you all, but y means how we ſhal bzing to paſſe our in- 
tended purpoſes, is vnknowne to any,and remapneth 
boubtfull both to yon, and to me: and thercfoze the 
better to effect what we doe intend, J thought it not a⸗ 
miſſe, but rather moſt neceſſarie, to pꝛeſent vato pour 
publicke view the fierce fight, and cruell combate ot 
theſe two (late vndaunted, but now dead) Cockes, 


that the ſight ok the courage which they ſhewed in 


this quarrell, might pierce into your hearts, and make 
a deepe impzeſſion in your diſcreet conſiderations, that 
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thereby you might be the moꝛe enboldened and encons 
raged, then you could haue bene by all the words of 
comfozt that J canrelate, oz by all the examples of fo2- 
mer accidents that may be repeated. AJ might here 
fake occafiointo vnfold and hew vnto you the ſund2te 
thifts, and ſubtill cnaſtons, phich they vſed in their 
light, foz the elchewing of each dangerous blowe ins 
ferchangeably paſſing betwirt them; buf foz pour 
ſelues could not but perceine it, J willlet paſſe as a 
thing not matcriail to be anp mozerecyted And now 
gnlp as your Direcoꝛ Jadaiſe pou, as pour Captaine 
I councel! peu, and as pour friend 4 fellow ſouldier J 
inſtantly exhoꝛt yon, to call to mind the inuincible cou - 
rage of theſe bnreaſonable creatures:what crueltpthey 
indured in this conflict how many bla ding woundes 
thep ſulleined, neuer ſhewing ſo much ae any ſigne of 
peelding, no not at the very laſt gaſpe of their lines: 
when being not able to ſtrike , ſtand, oz ſa each other, 
pet enen then they manifeſted their incredible valour, 
vntfil! the one was left deadwith the blowes of his ads 
nerſary,+ the other not able to line, hauing obtained ſo 
donbtfiull a vigozie: and all this doubtles fe2 no other 
cauſe ſofarreas I can contecture) then foz the loue of 
their Hens Now therfoze mot heroicall minded Gen- 
men, and cduragious Douldiers , if theſe creatures 
wanting the vie of reaſon, who are only guided by na⸗ 
ture, haue ſhewed ſuch ſtout. vndaunted and admira⸗ 
ble conrage koz the lone ok their pheeres let not vs 
which are men,f:1dued with wiſedome and viderftan-: 
ding, and with arre'greater pzerogatiues ok nature, 
then any other inkeriour creatures , they being ſubieg 
vato vs. and made foꝛ our vſe: but we hauing our na⸗ 
tures much ind ered, and bettered by art, Let not vs J 
fay,ſhew moze cou ardize and faint hearted timoꝛouſ⸗ 
neſſe, then theſe filly fo wles of the aire haue done. 
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and Cocke- fighting. 

J read of many men in fozmer times, which to dil⸗ 
poꝛt their Pꝛinces, haue entred into doubtful fraies, 
and molt daungerovs combats inſomuch that ſome of 
them in thoſe 4nions,haugenbed their lines by the dint 
of their deereſt tompan ions lwozdes Dome haue cons 
ſumed their dapes in traueil, and vndergone death in 
molt tyrannicall maner, with great miſerie, and mach 
extremitie foz the god of their countrep, fabing no⸗ 
thing, but fame fo2 themfelues, pet d:firous to pꝛocure 
pꝛofit to their native ſoiles- Other ſome haue ſuffered 
death fo2 the intire affection which they did beate vnto 
their friends ⸗diuets haue plunged themſelnes into ma⸗ 
nifeſt ano mighty perils fo; the defence of thrir wiues 
and chilozen : and very many haue bene moze willing 
to loſe their liues, then to loſe their lands and tempos 
rail liuings e but never any (A thinke) hath bane ſo 
much ſubiect to cowardize, that they would not fight to 
ſaueguard their owne lines Net this is cur tauſe now, 
nay ourcauſe is moꝛe then ſo, to animate vs vnto this 
conflict : foz we are cominanved by our Printe (whom 
of neceſſitie wee mult obey) and challenged by dur 
moztall enemies, Who ſewke the death ofour P2ince: 
the ſpeedy ſabuerlion , and viter coerthtow of dur na⸗ 
tine Countrep, the ranſacking ef our ſubſtance, the vio⸗ 
lating of our virgins, the rauiſhing of dur wines, and 
laſtly the moſt blody Malſacre cf all dar childꝛen and 
frterids : reſerning our ſeiues, to inde re ſome ertreame 
and intollerable toztures. Thetefoze (J beſech pon) 
arme pour ſelues with courage cozreſpondent fo2 fuch 
a corflict: and let vs chaſe and reſolne rather to die 
valiantlp with honour,then fo peeld our ſelues cowards 
lp to the mertie of our mercileſle enemies, Who haue 
made pꝛeparation fo2 our generall deſtrucion. Theſe 
words 1hemiſtocles vttered with ſuch vehementie of 
ſpirit, and with ſuch a ſhew of undoubted valour, that 
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al the whole army( which befoze was ſomewhat daun⸗ 
ted and diſcouraged with the fozce and multitude ot 
their enemies) had now (by this inſtigation) ſo farre 
abandoned and chaſed away all fozmer feare , that 
nothing could diſconrage them, fo2 now they ſa med to 
diſdatne and contemne all occaſions, which might in 
any ſoꝛt diſmay them: euerp one thinking ſo well, and 
conceiuing ſuch a god opinion of their Generall, that 
they thought theſelues happie to be under his gouern⸗ 
ment, and deemed euerp houre to be a day long, vntill 
they might buckle with their boaſting aduerſaries. 
Whereupon they hauing made fit pꝛeparation foz all 
their warlike p2oniſion, they firoke vp an Alarme, 
ſounded their trumpetszcoznets,clarions,phifes , and 
other muſicall inſtruments vſed in warres, with ſuch 
a triumphant nopſe, as was able to haue animated 
an effeminate minded @ouldicr. And in this manner 
they marched couragiouſly towards their enemies, 
whom they aſſailed ſo fiercely with ſuch vnſpeakeable 
valour, that the blody $ÞaCacre which they made as 
mongſt them, (whom they laughtered in great aboun- 
dance) was a ſufficient witneſle to warrant their cou- 
ragious reſolutions, they charging them on euery ſide 


ſo valiantlp, that the fame of that famous and heroicall 


ade of Chiualrie and Pzincely pzoweſle perfozmed in 
that pece of ſeruice, will neuer bee buried tnobltuion 
ſo long as the Annalls of the Grecians remaine, 02 a

| Cocke is: foz this is certaine, that be 


Iwill rather die, then depart from 
them: and ſo couragious, that he will neuer peld vnto 
his aduerſarie, vntill death infozce him. And Plinie 
that famous waiter ſaith, That the Cocke loueth his 
Hens ſo entirely, that he will take the meat out of his 
owne mouth, and then clucking them about him, he 
will beſtow if moſt liberally and kindly among them. 
And mozeouer,if any other Cocke doe chaunce to come 
within his regiment, pꝛecinct, oꝛ libertie, to tread any 
of his Hennes, her will ſtraight wapes encounter with 
his intrading aduerſarte , and valtaritly aduenturs 
his life with him, be he neuer ſo ſtrong, oz ſtout, ras 
ther then peeld him any tot o2 part of his pleaſure. 

Orte may all men te ke occaſton by this example 
of the Cocke, to weigh and conſider with themſelues, 
how louing and kinde they ought to bee vnto their 
wines, and how vigilant and careſull they ſhould be 
duet them which are ſo nerely and derelp bound 
vnto them by the Law of God, as to bæ one fleſh, one 
minde, one fatth , and one troth : as though both they 
were but one body: in which courſe,they are comman⸗ 
2 by the Almightie, to continue vnto the end of their 
iues. | 
Now this being parfazmed (as it ought. to bee) 
what would it doe, but wozke this effec 2? that as in 
our Cockes, our wines ſ& and know, we take exe- 

ding 


is ſo conſtant to his Hennes, thathe

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ding great pleaſure and delight: ſo it would alſo in- 
cite, and cauſe them to ſay vato themlelues, wer are 
induced and perſwaded, nap, in a manner we are euen 
coinpetied , and as it were inkozced to lone our huſ- 
bands Cockes, and to make much of them, becauſe 
they doe chew vnto them a cod and a perſwaſtue er⸗ 
ample, how they ſhould loads, regard, defend, and che⸗ | 
riſh vs: fo2 they perceiuing ſuch conſtant , kaithfull, | 
andvn'/aimedloue, to be and remaine in vnreaſcnable 4 
creatures which arc onely guided and goucrned by 
nature, will ſurely be moved thereby, and ſtirred vp 
to a farre greatet loue towards vs, hauing moe wiſe⸗ 
dome reaſon, and vnderſtanding in themſelves , then 
all other kindes ofliuing creatures. Now therefoꝛe, fo 
our owne parts, we will doe this from hencefoꝛth, we 
will rather want meate our ſelues , then the Lockes 
ſhall: and by this meanes we ſhall allure our huſbands | 
to manifeſt their loue towards vs, and pzocure them | 
to continue it to vs. 4 | 
Thus wonld our wines ſay among themſelues;bat | 
to paſle oner that point, weread , that raſh liadas the 
Lacedemon Lo2d, going cut naked with an hoſt of 
men acainft the Theban powers, in which deſperate 
attempted fight, he pꝛeuaiſed and got a great vinozie, 
Afterwards,he being aſked why he went fett in that 
maner, made this anſwero:{Tho craucn Cock(ſaithbe) 
had rather be touered in cope, the come foꝛth to fight, 
o2 tfof neceſſitie he be infodted / he will ſoner run out 
; of daunger then endure iti but the Cocke of the Game 
willatwayes be fozward to tho fight, and neuer leaue 
it, fo2 fp daunger that is init: neither will he deſire 
any other engine, either to defend himſelſe, oꝛ to offend 
his enemy. moꝛe then dame Nature dath indowed him 
with and ſhall not J de as valonrovs as a Cocke is? 
Thus did ſadas (by example of the Cocke) un to 
| heir 
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their obiection. | 
Now there are ſome men which will ſay, that not- 
withſtanding all the courage that is in our fighting 
Cockes, vet they are crowned but with a combe : but 
Plinie ſaith, that nature didcrowne him with a Dia 
dem : and that his combe was giuen him (as indede 
who can denie it) to bee an oznament to adoznehim , 
and not(as ſome foles thinke) to be a note of diſgrace, 
and ſcandall to him, Hcliodorus in his Ethiopian Bi- 
ſtozie repozteth , that Cockes were had in ſuch great 
eſtimation amongſt the Egiptians,(whither Chaticlca 
the daughter of Ally ages the Ring of the Cthiops was 
by theeues violently carried) that both the Pꝛieſts in 
Memphis, and moſt of the people which inhabited nere 
to the Riner Nilus, did keepe Cockes in their lodgings 
chambers,tobe as an Allarum bell vnto them, to make 
them to be vigilant and watchfull: the one foz that be- 
ing often wakened , they might call vpon their Idols 
Oſiris, and Iſis, (whom they wozſhip as their God, and 
their Goddeſſe) and the other that they might thereby 
be moued to make all things ſure , and be ſtirred vp to 
defend themſelues againſt robbers, and theeues, by 
whom (in thoſe parts) they were mightily oppꝛelled. 
Thus vou may ſe that euen among the heathens, 
Cockes were highly reſpected, and much valued, many 
hundꝛeth pores agoe; and no doubt but they are fo ſtill 
at this inſtant : and in my opinion, they deſerue, and 
merite mo2e to be eſteemed of all men, then anyother 
fowle doth, fo2 what fowle this day lining in the apze, 
02 bpon the face of the earth, is ſo pleaſarable, and ſo 
p2ofitable as theCocke is? J confeſſe that the Arabian 
Phenix is both rarer, and chaſter; but fo2 the vſe and 
behofeofman , the Cocke is farre better. In both of 
them hath Dame Nature done her beſt, and to exp2eſſe 
great wonders in; ſmall W hath made them 
beth 
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both moze excellent, and moze admirable, then any o⸗ 
ther feathcred foules. 

The Phonnx is much p2ized ofmanp, but not moze 
pꝛapſed of all then the Cocke is, foz the one is not ſo 
wozthy ofcommendattons foz ter rar eneſſe and chaſti⸗ 
tie (which commeth of neceſſity, becauſe there is no 
moz2e of that kind) as the other is fo2 his courage and 
conftancie , who (though be hath g eat ſoctefie) will 
rather die, then derogate from any of his company,

be the king of Btrvs, and therefoze feared of all, pet he 
is a ar&dy and a denouring cozmozant that pzayes 
vpon them, and thereſoze betouet of none. Dur Faul- 
kons,and other ſwift winger Pawkes will ſoze bye, 
and ſometimes delight vs a little:but the pleaſure and 
paſtime which they make vs 1s nothing in compariſon 
of that which our Tockes yo&1d vs. And pet Hawking 
is a ſpozt of many great Perſonages, and bꝛaue ſpiri⸗ 
ted gentlemen, much vſed, and mightily accounted of,

both to be loved , and commended: pet Cockes e ffoꝛd 
vs karre moze pleaſure, than Hawkes can, though 
Bawkes be ten times moze chargeavie, and troubles 
ſome, and require ten times moze attendance,than our 
Cockes doe. | 

Then ſing our fighting Cockes are no whit inferi- 
dur to the Phoenix fog vertue, to the Cagle in godnefſe, 
(though farre leſſe in greatnefle) noz to Bawkes fo; 
mans commonitie, p2ofit, and delectable pleaſare : but 
rather leſle chat geable, and ten times moze comfoztas 
ble. Surely we haue ſpectall cauſe, both to be mighti- 


ly addicted to them, and alſo to make excæding much or

ted, and ducly obſerued in his time, and alſo that the 
voice of the Cocke was (by Chꝛiſts inſtitution) ozdav 
ned (like the voice ofa Pzeacher)focall Peter to repens 
tance, and ta induce him to powꝛe fozthteares out of 
bis eyes, to pacific the wzath of God, foz his haynous 
offence.. 

What an vn peakable comfozt was that Cocke vn⸗ 
to Noah, which in the time ol the deluge, ſuruiued 
with him in the Arke, whoſe ſhzil· tongued farre re⸗ 
ſounding voice (when he trowed ) was heard by all the 
people in the world, at one inſtant. And what an in- 
comparable comfozt are Cockes continually vnto vs, 
fo2in all Couutreps they are the Farmers clocks, who 
duelp and truely declare vnto them how the night paſ- 
ſeth, and when the day light appeareth : and ſoz this 
cauſe did the Swath⸗rutters make great account of 
Cockes, fo2 when they were enticed, and pꝛocured to 
come into England in the comotion time, their wines 
came with them, and bꝛought their Cockes at their 
backes, which manifcfted an intire affection that they 
bare vnto them, when they choſerather to b2ing them 
with them, than any other thing which they enioped: 
if you read the Chzonicles , you (hall finde this to be 
moſt true. But what nede J to recite, oz aileage any 
circumftance of ſuch antiquitie, foꝛ app2obation of my 
argument, when we our (clues, by daylp experience, 
cannot choſe but ſæ and perteiue what exceeding great 
comfazt and conſolation all men haue, oz may baue 
Up them. 

J remember that in my young time, J being in bed 
with an Uncle of mine a learned iniſter and a ʒea/ 
lous PzofeCo2 of the woꝛd of God, how that after mids 
night, the Cocke crowed, whereat my Uncle awaked, 


and told me that the voice of the Cocke did put him in 
minde 
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mind of the paſlion of our Sauiour Chziſt, and then in⸗ 
ſtantlp hee fell to moſt carneſt pzaping. Likewiſe a 
man of god wozlſhip credibly infozmed me, that hee 
knew a Gentleman, that had many god Cockes of the 
game which he loued maruailouſly well, and wherein 
he toke great felicitie and delight all his life time; and 
at the laſt falling into a græuous ſickneſſe, and lying 
vpon his death-bed,herequeſted his kinred and friends 
which were about him, to plate his Cockes with their 
Copes ſo ne&re vnto his beds head as poſſibly they 
tould doe, which being perfozmed acco2ding to his re- 
. qneft, he heard them crowe; whereat he ſapd, now 
haue J obtained that which J deſired ; fo2 theſe dele- 
cable voices halbe my ſwete-ſounding trumpets, fo 
admoniſh and put me in minde of my immoꝛtall, and 
celeſtiall Judge, befoze whome all fleſh muſt appeare, 
to receiue recompence acco2ding to their demerits, 
whether they be god oz euill. 

Alſe dur late Pꝛince of famous memozte King Hen- 
ric the Eight, did take ſuch pleaſure and wonderfull 
delight in the Cocks of the game, that he cauſed a moſt 
ſumptuous, and ſtately Cockpit to be ereged in Welt- 
mintter , wherein his Maieſtie might diſpozt himſelfe 
with Cocke-fighting,amang his moſt noble and touing 
ſubieas, who in like manner did affect that paſtime ſo 
well, and conceiued ſo god an opinion of it, not onely 
becauſe the Bing was ſo addicted to it, but alſo in re⸗ 
gard of the great valoz and incomparable courage that 
the Cockes ſhewed in their baltels; the which did ins 
flame their hearts, that they cauſed Cocke-pits to be 
made in many Citties, Bozoughes and Townes 
thꝛoughout the whole Realme- To which Cocke-pits 
reſozted, both Dukes, Carles, Lozds, Bnights, Gen- 
tlemen, and Peomen, there to recreate and delight 
themſelues with Cocke-fighting, 0 
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Nobo this is to be noted that in this pleaſant exer⸗ 
cile there is no colluſion, deceit,fraude,o2 cozening tol⸗ 
lerated,no2 any vſed (as in moſt other games,and paſ- 
times cultomarily there is,)neither is there any bzaws 
lings, oꝛ quarrels ſuffered in thoſe places: but all men, 
mult there vſe ciuile and god behantonr, what degree 
oʒ calling ſoeuer he be of. And alſo it is there decreed 
vpon, and ſet downe as an irreuocable o2der, that no 
man by curſing banning,o2 ſwearing,fhall blaſpheme 
Ood, oz take his name in vaine, but that all of them 
ſhall ſpeake modeſtly, and deale accoꝛding to truth and 
whoſoener Mall diſcent from it, 02 dootherwiſe than is 
appointed, muſt vndergoe the paniſhmet pꝛeſcribed by 
the Nobilitie afoꝛeſaid: which lawrs then inſtituted £ 
o2dayned, are pet to be ſ&n extant, both inSuftolke and 
Norffolke, and F hope wil fill remaine and continue to 
the end of the woꝛld; which god obſeruation, hath in- 
duced many to keepe Cockes of the game and J doubt 
not but that in time, it will incite a number moze;both 
to bʒede them, and bꝛing them vp, to the intent, that 
they map haue ſpoꝛt with them to content and delight 
themſelues: foꝛ this is moſt certaine, that if ever anp 
thing in the wozld we re delectable, and pleaſant to the 
heart ot man, and did beget in him any mirthfull Joui⸗ 
ſance and conſolation,it was, and is the exceilent ſpozt 
of TCocke fighting (as Ihemiſtocles hath ſufficiently de⸗ 
clared.) And this pꝛopertie oꝛ hidden miſterie, it hath 
in it; that whoſoener doth affect it, oꝛ (as diners god 
men are) be much addicted to it, and then afterwards, 
either of his owne acco2d , oz by any other mans inſt i- 
gation, 02 perſwaſion, doeneglec it, and refraine it, let 
him expect and loke fo2 no other thing, but alwayes fo 
be melancholy, ſad, and diſconſolate, ard deftrous to 
wander alone, euer muſing on the woꝛſt things, and 


not ofthe beſt : but rather imagining euill, than =. 
n 
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And this J kno w by experience, pzoued by many men 
of god account, to their hinderance and griete and to 
my exceding great ſozrow 2 and therefoze J would ads 
moniſh, aduiſe, and counſell all men, that take delight 
and pleaſure , in that delicious and pleaſant paſtime, 
neuer to fozſake oz leaue it, oz to alienate themſelucs 


from it, ſo long as it ſhall pleaſe the almightie to blefſe 


and pzoſper them; fo2 that which J haue here rchears 
led is neither fable,no2 fiq ion, but an vndoubted truth 
and a thing that is moſt certaine: wherefo2ze J foz mine 
owne part, am thus reſolued ſo long as life and health 
laſt, and God lend my limbes abilitie, and ſtrength 
to beare me. J will neuer abſtaine from it, when cons 
ueniently J may be at it, noz neuer conſent to giue os 
uer that heart / pleaſing paſtime, 


Chapter. II II. 


en Flammius the Gretian in aſet bat⸗ 
„Il tell, had ouerthzowne and ſpopled a 

$1 huge army, which tge wozld-ſubduing 
5 Macedon bzought thether: It is reco2s 
941 ded fo2 a mod? certaine truth, that he 
l and his company foz top of that vner⸗ 
pected Utctozie,howted ſo loude, and ſo long together, 
that the clamoꝛous noiſe of their exclamation ſa med to 
ſhake the foundations of the earth, and ſo deaſened the 


earcs of all creatures that came within the ſound ther- 


of, that the fowles of the ayze, were thereby infoꝛced to 
fall downe to the certh, and there lay (as it were in a 
traunce) being amazed, and aſtonied at the noyſe of 
their ap2c-filling clamo2s . At which inſt ant, cuen in 
the middeſt of their exceeding great ont-cry: It is ſaid 
that their Cockes(whereof they had aboundance) clap⸗ 

ped 
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ped their winges, and crowed ſo often and ſo ch&res 
fullę, with ſuch alacritte of ſpirite, as if they had par 
ticipated, oꝛ had a fellol-feling of that ſoule-rauiſhing 
loy, which was in their Paiſters: wherevpon Caly- 
machus (apd , that he had rather heare Cockes crowe, 
than muſicke ſound : fo2 (ſaithhe) the one cannot ſo 


much content my minde, as the other doth comfozt my 


beart. 

Who would thinke that the crowing of a Cocke 
ſhould make a Lion quake? and pet it doth ſo, which 
is a molt ſtrange t a miraculous thing, that he, which 
is the Bing of beaſts, of whome it is ſaid, that the roa- 
ring of his voice, will ingender feare in all the beats 
in the Fozreſt, and make them tremble at the terrour 
of it, chould himſelfe tremble and be terriffed (like a 
kaint⸗hearted and a timozous-flping hare) with the 
ſound of a ſilly Cockes voice, yet of a truth it is, foz of 
all thinges in the wozld , he cannot abide to heare a 
Cockecrowe ; whereey we may moſt apparantly per⸗ 
ceiue, the omnipotent power of the Almightie, who 
by the ſmalleſt creatures, can curbe, and controule the 
greateſt: as he did Pharaoh by lice, and by the weak⸗ 
eſt confound the ſtrongeſt, as he did Holofernes by the 
hand of Iudith;Siſera,by laell; and great Goliah by lit⸗ 
tle David, Me map read in the 48 Chapter of the Pz0s 
phecie of Eſay, that the Lozd God, in that place com⸗ 
maundeth the Pꝛophet to cry alonde, and ſpare not to 
lift vp his voyce like a Trumpet, and foꝛ this cauſe on⸗ 
Ip, to tell the houſe of Iacob their ſinnes, and Jſraell 
their offences. 

Now what is it foꝛ a Pꝛeacher to eleuate, and lift 
vp his voice, but (as the Cocke doth) to rowze vp him⸗ 
ſeife, and clap his wings, that is, to ſhake of all igno⸗ 
ranca, floath, and negligence in himſelfe, and then to 


cry aloude vnto others cherrekulle, to vtter his — 
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with vehemencie of ſpirite, and to deliner his meſſage 
mankullp, boldlp, and with a god courage; as the 
Cocke did, when he crowed nere to Caiphas houſe. 
Thus you ſe that of Cockes wee may learne many 
god leſlons, whereof we might make pzofitable vſes if 
we would rightly apply them vnto our ſelues: As firff, 
to be conſtant and louing fo our wines , as they are to 
their Bens. Secondlp, to be valoꝛous and to fight cou⸗ 
ragioully againtt cur enemies, and (as they doe) nes 
uer giue ouer, but either get the vicnozte, oꝛ elſe die vas 
liantly, Thirolp, to be vigilant, and watchfull/as they 
are) and to auoide llouthfulneſle, which geacralip 
- raignes to much in vs. And laſtlp, to ſtretch fozth our 
ſelues, and to ſtraine our vopces in the vttering of 
Govs affaires. 2 
The bleſſed Apoſtle Saint Paule in the url Epiſtle 
to Timothy, the 6 Chapter, and the 12 verſe, chargeth 
Timothie to fight, the god fight of Faith, (and conſe- 
| quently in him erhozteth all Chꝛiſtians to do the ſame) 
whereupon one (inte:pꝛeting the ſame tert) ſaith thus: 
as the Cocke of the game, hauing recetued a hurt, oꝛ a 
wound from his aduerſarie, doth ſtraight wapes cloſe, 
| and fight with him, vntill he hath ouercome him, 62 cls 
| be killed by him: ſo we being often ſtricken, and ſe- 
cictly wounded by the flye inſinuating blowes of Sa⸗ 
tban (our old and continuall aduerſarie) ſhould with 
the vod ofthe ſpirit fight couragiouſiy againſt all his 
aſſaults and temptations, vntill(by faith and pzapers) 
we haue ouercome them, oz by the power and pꝛoui⸗ 
denceof God be deliuered from them. 
Another thing now tommeth into my minde which 
7 noted in the diſputation , betweene Paiſter Bannes 
and Stephen Gardiner, Maiſter Barnes pzeaching in 
London atPaules Croſſe,compared himſclfe to a Cocke 
of the game, and Stephen ar "Wb to another ; but 


(quoth 
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(quoth he) Stephen hath no ſpurtres, ſignifping therebp, 
that (in his opinion) Gardiner was not ſo well armed 
at all points, to endanger and offend his aduerſarie as 
himſelfe was. Furthermoze , it is growne to be a cuſs 
tome here amongſt vs in this Rcalme of England, that 


when we haue any troubles, ſuits in law, oz cauſcs of 


weight in hand, our eſpeciall f᷑ciend demanding of ve, 
if we haue not ſolicited and made means to ſuch a man 
to be a Bediato2 fo2 vs, oꝛ to befriend vs in p matter, 
we molt commonly will make them this anſwere, J 
haue made that Cocke-ſure ; ſo rate, ſinguler, and fo 
excellent a creature is Þ Cocke, that diuers god things 
haue relation vnto him, and eucn a multitude of things 
might be ſpoken of him. 

I remember J once heard a Poꝛke⸗chire man (that 
dwelleth nere to the bozders of Scucl ind) ſay, that he 
would not giue aCocke of the game, which be had in 
his Cope at home, fo halfe the Cowes the beſt man in 
their Zowne had in his milking-yard. Panp moze 
things J could repeat, and alleage fo2 the credite and 
commendation of the Cockes of the game: but thoſe 
that are alreadie rehearſed , may ſcrue fo2 a ſufficient 
pꝛobabilitie of their vertues, courage, and excellent 
qualities, without any further recitals, oꝛ moze teſti⸗ 
monies; wherefoze J will now p2ocede, and explaine 


vnto you the diſtinction, and difference, which is be- 


twirt them other Cockes: and withall make a b2te's 
repetition of ſome ſtrange and moſt admirable battels, 
which my ſelfe haue ſcene, in diuers and ſundzy places 
at Cocke-ightings, to the great contentation, both of 
my lciie and many others: and therewithall conclude, 
and knit vp this little Treatiſe, 


Chap- 
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Here be ſome men which will com- 


J & mune with themſelues and ſay: we ads 

> mire and maruatle much, why theſe 
people be ſo zealoulip affected, and ſo 
much in loue with the Cockes of the 
game moꝛe tha with any other Cocks, 
imagining with themſelues, yea , and perſwoding 
their owne hearts, that their Cockes of the Dung⸗hul, 
are as god in euerie degre, as they are and make them 
as much paſtime as they tan. But belœue me, my ho- 
neſt friends, it is neither ſo, noꝛ ſo; foz there be diuers 
and ſundzy kindes and ſo2ts of Cockes , but fo; bzeui⸗ 
tie ſake, J will onely intreat but of tyze& ſozts, oz ſe / 
nerall kinds: that is the Lockes of the game, the halfe- 
bꝛed Cockes, and the Dung⸗hill, oz crauen Cockes. 
The Cockes ok the game are ſo called, becauſe they 
carrie the credite away from all other Cockes in bat⸗ 
tell, which is the onely cauſe they are ſo highly eſtee⸗ 
med, and ſo much valued as they be; fo2 it is generally 
and commonly ſ&ne, that the moſt heropcall and noble 
hearted men, take greateſt delight in thoſe thinges 
which are of moſt courage, and greafeſt valour, and 
that of allothers (in my opinion) is the Cackes of the 
game: as already J haue ſufficiently declared. But 
as foz your crauen Cockes, the beſt and chiefeſt pa- 
ſtime, that they will oz can make pou is, when they 
are well bopled, oz ſtewed, and layde in a platter with 
god ſtoze of plumbes about them, and then you map 
aſſure pour ſelues they will not ſhzinke foz a blow, but 
other wiſe let them be well matched, and cloſe coupled 
to Cockes of the game, and J dare aſſure pou, they wil 
D 2 quickly 
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quickely take their leaue of them, and in moſt cowards 
ly and baſe manner runne away frem them to pour 
great griete and diſcontentment. Vet notwichſtanding 
all this, there be ſome ſimple men, which will repozt 
and ſay thus of them, they ſerue our turnes welinough 
to crow, and to tread our Vers. Uell, J graunt, and 
bela ue thep doe ſo, and that is the greateſt valour o: 
vertue that is in them; but to compare then with the 
Cockes ofthe game, vou miſtake pour marke, and are 
moꝛe than much deceined, foz there ts noc mpariſon to 
be made of 02 betwixt them, no2 any indifferent equa ; 
litie in them: fo2 Mloſes ſapth in the Boke of Genet1s, 
that God in the creation made all things pecſec, abſo⸗ 
ſoiutcly god, and in their right kinde, but moſt of pour 
Cockes (by groſſe and irregular bꝛœding) are become 
imperled, and ſo conſcquently pzoue craums, and 
cowardly minded fowles: and tn that manner will res 
maine, and continue in diſpight of pou, doe what pou 
can to helpe it, which cauſeth all men that bed Cocks. 
(ik either they loue them 02 dtſite to haue any paſtime 
with them) to eſchew and aucetbe them, as much as 
peſſibily in them lyeth: foꝛ what man amongſt a thous 
ſand (if he h ine any ſparke of wiſcdome knowledge, 
02 vnderſtanding in hum) that doth bed Rabe, oz nous 
riſg vp any creature wpatſocucr, bat will deſtre to 
bꝛing bp that which of it ſclfc is meſt abſolute, and ok 
the perſegeſt kinde, and beit bꝛede that can oz may 
be gotten, og pzocurcd ? How laſily, as concerning 
your haife-bzed cockes, which are ingendzed by the 
cocke of the game, and of the crauen Pen, oz by the 
right bzed, and beſt qualified Yen,and of the Dung⸗hill 
and degenerate cocke what will they doe but euen 
when pou expect,and hope fo; beſt of them, and (ſeeing 
them fight) thinke the battell to bee ſarely wonne on 
their des, deteiue your expedac ion, and fruſtrate your 


hopes, 
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hopee, fozifoncofthem, doe but chance to loſe an eie. 
o retetues any hurt, oz damage that ſa mes tobe pꝛe⸗ 
iudictall to him, then God be with pour game, fo2 he 
is gone, the houſe is to hot, the fight to fierce, and the 
danger to great fo2 him to endure it. Zherefoze J doe 
Mil maanific,and cxtoll the cockes of the game, becauſe 
their courage can neuer be quapled, noz their hearts 
daunted by anp wound, oz hurt, how dere ſoeuer it be 
indented. Foz confirmation and pzofe whereof, J will 
ly2m you an inſtance. 

Dyere was a cocke abont Shz3one-tive laſt, which 
in the tocke / pit in thecitie of Norwich, fought with a 
ſtionge,and a Cont aduerſarie, vntill ſuch time as both 
his eyes were bcaten out, his head ſoze wounded, and 
ſhꝛewdly battecey, and all his bodie moſt pitifallp bzu 
ſed, and then with the ſudden aſtoniſchment of a ſound 
blow, which from his cruell aduerſarie he recetued,bc- 
ing beaten downe, and lying foꝛ dead, not ſtirring any 
whit,no2 ſaming other wiſelto the beholders) tha to be 
ſtarke dead, he ſuddenly ſtarted vp, contrarp to all their 
erpegatiens, (when there was offered twenty ſhil⸗ 
lings, pea twenty pounds to be lavd to one, that there 
was nobzeathremapning in his bodie and cloſed with 
his aduerſarte, at whom he ſtroke moſt violent blowes, 
and neuer gaue ouer, vntili(to the amazement ot all the 
ſpedatozs) bee had moſt valiantip Natne him. Oh 
ſtrange action oh Font heart, and vndaunted minde, 
who would imagine ſuch great courage ſhould bee in 
ſo ſmall a creature, oꝛ almoſt beleue but that their eies 
may dayly behold, and ſee it) that ſuch dꝛeadleſle feare, 
ſcoꝛning valour, ſhoutd remaine in a cocke. Tell me J 
pꝛav pou that make as much account of a ſqeaking 
Caſtrell, oz a ſcuruie Yobbie, as you doe of a god 
Yawke? you that thinke euerie Dunghill crauen, to be 
as god as a cocke of the 1 tell me (A ſay) * 
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did you euer ſe any of your baſe bꝛed Cockes ſhewe 
fach courage, 02 doe ſuch an admirable aaion? ſurely 
neuer, neither ſhall you euer knowe any of them pers | 
fozme the like. Thus you may ſe by this one inſtance, 
that they are not ſo god, as the other arc, but farre in- 
fertonr to them: and theretoze who (but rough 
hewen clownes, and ruſticke Corridons) would b:ede 
2 bzing vp crauens, when he may haue of the right 
ide. 


Chapter. VI. 


Pongſt many other Battels ſought, 
N "ol and diuers great explopts done by 


Cockes of the game in ſund2y places, 
giue me a little leaue (J pꝛap) to re⸗ 
1 v || pozt vnto pou what credite a Cocke 
of mine owne bzceding ( whome J 
called lipſcy) wonne at Saint Edmunds. Burie in Suf- 
folke, where he plaid his pꝛize ſo excellently, and fought 
ſo couragiouſly,that after many admirable, and almoſt 
incredible acts atchieued by him, diuers Gentlemen & 
my verie god friends, in commendation of him cauſed 
his picture to be dzawn s painted vpon acloth Where- 
vpon theſe, oz the like woꝛds were w2itten, 


O noble Iipſey, ſuch a Cocke art thou, 

As Burie Towne, did nere containe till now, 
Wherefore to praiſe thy worth and ſpread thy fame, 
We make this ſhewe in honour of thy name. 


Do ſone as the painted cloth was thus finiſhed, the 
cocke was put into a pꝛettie fine cage, which two men 


carried betwirt them, the cloth being bene n gay dis 
ance 


and Cocke-hghting, 


ft ance beſaze them, and in this manner haning the 
watghts of the Zowne with vs, the trayned Souldi⸗ 
ers the Cocke-matters,and diuers others: we marched 
to and fro, th29ughout the whole towne: which be⸗ 
ing done, we returned to the Cocke⸗pit againe, where 
the Cocke was no ſoner ſet downe, but all the Donldi- 
ers diſcharged their peeces ouer him, which we thought 
would haue daunted & diſcozaged him fo2 euer:pet not- 
withſtanding all the noyſe they made, he was nothing 
diſmaide, but in the verie middle of the volley of ſhot, 
he clapped his wings and crowed, which was as much 
valour,as J, oz I thinke any of the companie cuer ſaw 
ina Cocke. J doe aſſure pou this is molt certaine, and 
the ſaid Towne and Countie will auouch the ſame, 
Alſo no longer agoe, thanthe 4 day of Pay 1602, at 
a Cocke-fiohting in the Citie of Norwich afo:eſapd, 
a Cocke called 1 arlccon( who was ſo intituled, becauſe 
he alwayes came fo the fight like a Dꝛummer, making 
a thundering noyſe with his winges)which Cocke ha⸗ 
uing there fought many battels, with mighty and fierce 
Aduerſaries: and being both wearied with long figh- 


ting, and alſo verie hardly matched, at the length he 
- had his eyes both of them beaten ont of his head, his 


ſpurres bzoken off, and his bill bzuſed, and rigozouſly 
rent from off his face, ſo that their remained no hope of 
him, but that he ſhould bee inſtantly killed, and ſs of 
neccſſificloſe all the wagers that he fought fo2,yct be⸗ 


- hold a rare and miraculous wonder, a moſt admirable 


ſeldome 02 neuer ſene accident; fo2 all this he fought 
ſtill moſt toutly with his Aduerſary, and would neuer 


, ſhzinke from him, oz giue him ouer, vntil he had which 
to all men there pꝛeſent ſemed to be an impollibilitie) 


moſt couragiouſip flaine him. Dh inefimable ſtout⸗ 
neſſe! oh inuincible valour / oh miraculous magnani⸗ 
mitic/oh moze than Lion-hearted fowles | who doth 
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not admire at their vndaunted and nanght-dzcading 
mindes: 02 who hath euer ſ&ne, oz heard, oz read of ſo 
great courage in any lining creatures in the wozld, as 
is in them. What is be, oz where lines be(that beares 
the true minde of a man that would n:t louc them, ſad 
them, cherich them, and make much of them, il they 
did vnderſtand, and know the manifold vertues, and 
erceding great vale; that is inthem: man neucr kept, 
the wozidnever bed, the earth neuer bare moꝛe erqut- 
ſite and woꝛthy to be beldued creatures, than Cockes 
are. Panp moze commendations, than ÞT have res 
bearſed may be giuen vato them, and many karre moze 
excellent things might be ſpoken of them, voth in re- 
gard of their nature, nurture, vertues, qualities, and 
courage, than either J haue erpꝛelled, o; am any way 
able to expzelle fuffiently: Wherefoze J am reſolued tg 
leaue that Yerculean taſke,foz ſome moꝛe bleed bzain 
ts take in hand: and onelp content my ſelfe with that, 
which J haue already done, not deubting, but that in 
time, this illiterate and imperkec Embzion, will in⸗
